V ermont isn't known for being trendy — way too much plaid 
— but the bite-sized state has had a major impact on the 
nation's culinary scene. The localvore movement blossomed 
in Vermont and on the West Coast concurrently, and the Oxford 
American Dictionary took notice: Although it chose a different 
spelling, the OAD picked "locavore" as 2007's "Word of the Year." 
Vermont's microbreweries and artisan cheesemakers — the state 
has more of each per capita than any other state — continue to 
scoop up big prizes at national competitions. And Eric Wamstedt, 
co-owner and executive chef of Waterbury' s Hen of the Wood at 
the Grist Mill, was named one of the 10 "Best New Chefs" of 2008 
by Food & Wine magazine. Past winners include culinary luminar- 
ies such as Thomas Keller and Dan Barber. 

In Vermont and nationwide, there's a growing appetite for local 
focus, quality artisan products and restaurants with talented chefs. 
You'll find more than 100 new eateries in this year's 7 Nights Guide 
to Restaurants and Bars, bringing the total to 700+. These include 
food sources in two regions that weren't represented previously: 
the Northeast Kingdom and Upper Valley. In both, you'll discover 
hot properties you may have not known about, from upscale coun- 
try inns to mom 'n' pop shops where the baked goods are homemade 
and the produce is farm-fresh. 

The rest of the Seven Days food "brand" is expanding, too. The 
weekly gastro-focused editorial coverage includes fun food news,

Chester's Bakery 

Route 36, Fairfield, 827-3974 

Towns don't get much more Vermont-y than 
Fairfield, tucked in the state's northwest corner 
a few miles from St Albans. The village is 
dotted with dairy farms, com and hay fields, and 
maple groves. It's also the site of Chester Alan 
Arthur's historic home. Don't remember Arthur? 
He was the more talkative of Vermont's two U.S. 
presidents. Fairfield's sole eatery — Chester's 
Bakery — bears his name. 

Famousfor their homemade pies, doughnuts 
and large loaves of bread, the ladies at Chester's 
also dish up simple and inexpensive American 
fare such as turkey divan and "Poor Man's 
Pie" — described to the uninitiated as "like 
shepherd's pie except there's tomato sauce 
in with the meat and green beans instead of 
corn." Each hearty meal comes with a warm, 
yeasty-smelling homemade roll and a small cup 
of tangy slaw. 

Visitors can count on hefty portions and 
homemade soups — a beef and vegetable 
version teems with hamburg bits and veggie 
chunks — but they shouldn't count on meat- 
free options. On one weekend day, the 12 daily 
specials have carnivore written all over them. 
Actually, they're hand-lettered on a whiteboard. 
Asked if she's willing to make an off-menu 
grilled cheese with Vermont cheddar, owner 
Rose Longe reasons, "Well, it's a Saturday, so I 
guess we can do that" 

Good thing, too. When the sandwich 
arrives, on thick homemade slices, it is the 
epitome of a grilled cheese: The sweet wheat 
bread is toasted golden, the melted cheddar 
layered on thick. 

Chester's clientele mostly consists of local 
families and overall-wearing farmers — one 
older gentleman in the comer sports rubber 
boots adorned with white-tailed-deer graphics. 
Chittenden County types stand out. Listen 
carefully while you eat, and you'll glean lots of 
insider tips about local agriculture, such as the 
price of milk and whether the sap is flowing. 

But in the end, it's all about the dough. 
Expect to leave with a bag of goodies: The 
cinnamon-sugar doughnuts, carrot cake and 
not-too-sweet maple-glazed cinnamon rolls 

Once a year, in October, Chester's throws a 
birthday party for its namesake — with cake.

At Big Fatiy's BBQ on Main Street in Burlington, the 
servers wear black T-shirts that read, "Be nice to me, 
I pull your pork" — even the cornbread and hush 
puppies contain piggy products. That's how owner 
Clay Vagnini — Big Fatly himself — likes it The florid 
Floridian isn't here to appease the politically correct. 

He's here to cook up some old-fashioned barbecue. 
Even "dry," the ribs are tender and fragrant. "Wet" 
ones are pretty messy. "That's why God created hoses 
and paper towels," says Vagnini. 

The spicy, homemade "wet" sauce — sold at the 
counter by the bottle — also shows up on the pulled 
pork, which comes in "biblicalportions." Other proteins 
at Fatty's include fried catfish and Texas brisket, which 
is slow-cooked for nearly 24 hours and served only 
on Wednesday. Its melt-in-your-mouth tender with 
caramelized edges and luxuriant fetty bits, infused 
with the essence of hickory smoke. 

The saucy and perfectly toothsome baked beans, 
featuring five different legumes, have a good amount 
of cinnamon in the mix along with the obligatory 
chunks of salt pork. You'll find more of those chunks 
in the collards, which are served up with a wealth of 
"pot likker." 

For all its daring dishes. Big Fatty's scores its most 
startling success with a simple one: Chicken, often the 
blandest meat on the menu, is a triumph here. Brined 
in a bath of water, salt, sugar and herbs, the bird is 
slow-smoked for three hours. It emerges with deep 
brown skin but juicy, flavor-infused flesh — no sauce 
required. Eaters worried about cholesterol counts or 
"food miles" should probably steer clear of Big Fatiy's. 
Warning: There's another location in Hartford. But 
anyone looking for a pound of flesh with a side of 
irreverence has come to the right place.

It's the closest thing to a palace that 
exists in Vermont: The crimson damask 
lining the walls matches the upholstery 
on the chairs. The floor is a checkerboard 
of black-and-white marble, and imposing 
portraits of former proprietors Lila 
Vanderbilt Webb and William Seward 
Webb grace the walls. 

But this doesn't mean that the 
food is formal and austere at the Inn 
at Shelburne Farms: In fact. Executive 
Chef Rick Gencarelli dishes it up with 
a becoming playfulness from May to 
October. At a special dinner called the 
"Whole Beast," for which the kitchen 
used parts of a pig that are often 
discarded, soft slices of headcheese 
made an appearance alongside house- 
made bread 'n' butter pickles; a salad was 
topped with twisty shreds of crispy snout 
and ear; for dessert, Gencarelli served 
gingerbread with bacon ice cream. 

The kitchen's mandate to eschew waste 
is part of the eco-friendly philosophy 
espoused by the nonprofit group that 
operates both the inn and the property's 
working form. Its slogan: "cultivating a 
conservation ethic.” Fittingly, some of 
the meat and much of the produce that 
makes its way to the eatery's tables was 
raised onsite or grown in the property's 
own "market garden.” 

On a typical evening, these ultra- 
local ingredients are prepared with 



simple elegance by the inn's cadre of 
kitchen staffers, including Gencarelli, 
co-author of the award-winning Cooking 
with Shelburne Farms: Food and Stories 
from Vermont 

Pastas such as chestnut ravioli and 
butternut squash agnolotti are always 
seasonal and "crafted by hand," and 
the colorful composed salads — made 
with the day's freshest offerings — are 
a wonder to behold. And taste. 

The farm's 1400 acres also host the 
artisan O'Bread bakery and a creamery that 
churns out prize-winning Shelburne Farms 
Farmhouse Cheddar. There are lovely paths 
for strolling, before or after your meaL

Stepping into Mr. Pickwick's at Ye Olde England Inne in 
Stowe is like entering an alternate universe, in which plaid 
carpets become a sensible decorating choice and dishes 
influenced by the Raj cozy up with classic English cuisine. The 
place has a masculine feel, reminiscent of an upscale hunting 
lodge, and servers approach with formal civility, more "English 
country house" than "Vermont casual." 

Adding to the blue-blood British ambiance is what may 
be the most extensive drink list in the state. Mr. Pickwick pours 
more than 150 fine ales — including quaffs bottled in Belgian 
monasteries and at ancient British brew houses — and more than 
100 single-malt whiskies, ranging in price from $7.50 to $95 per 
glass. Want a 45-year-old port to cap your meal? No problem. 
Folks who have trouble deciding among the copious offerings can 
default to the menu's pairing suggestions — every dish is listed 
with a wine and beer selection. 

Pickwick's “house specially" appetizer is wild boar ribs braised 
in red wine with anise barbecue sauce and sesame cucumbers. 
The dish goes smashingly with a Quebecois Maudfte. The coarse, 
country-style pate — served with a tiny, undressed side salad, a 
few olives and some cornichons — pairs well with the unfiltered 
Belgian Witkap Pater. The golden ale's slight sourness helps it 
stand up to the condiments. 

It's tough to choose from the 18 entrees on the menu, which 
range from exotic game dishes such as mango-glazed ostrich 
roulade to British comfort foods such as classic beef Wellington 
and bangers 'n' mash. There are oceanic offerings, too. Seafood 
Normandy comes with plump mussels, clams, scallops and 
monkfish in a sweet and buttery cider sauce. Foret Saison, also 
from Belgium, accompanies th e fruits de mer. 

Pickwick's super-sweet "crowning glory” brownie made it into 
the pages of Gourmet, but authenticity-seeking diners should try the 
"spotted dick" — a steamed pudding dotted with currants and rai- 
sins in a luscious toffee sauce. Or go for a liquid "dessert": a glass of 
honeyed, 18-year Balvenie Scotch. Please sir, I want some more.

Not many Vermont restaurants show up regularly in glossy food 
'zines. But Food & Wine recently named Chef Eric Warnstedt of 
Waterbury's Hen of the Wood at the Grist Mill one of its Best New 
Chefs in America 2008. Last year. Gourmet lauded the rustically 
elegant 40-seat eatery — in a historic stone mill on Thatcher Brook 
— as one of the top 100 "farm-to-table" restaurants in the country, 
saying, "Chefs Eric Warnstedt and Craig Tresser seek out premium 
ingredients, both foraged and farmed, then prepare them in ways 
that coax out maximum flavor." 

In Food & Wine's selection of superlative places to dine in 
the greater Burlington area, Hen of the Wood popped up again. A 
roving editor singled out its masterful duck breast with whole-grain 
mustard spaetzle as one of the top 10 tastes of the year. 

That duck dish no longer graces the menu; Tresser and Warnstedt 
change things up regularly, and that's part of the restaurant's appeal 
For an appetizer, they might offer mushroom tartine — grilled bread 
piled high with 'shiooms and topped with parsley, garlic and thick 
bits of local bacon. Or a luscious bowl of mussels resting in a thick, 
buttery puddle of cider reduction sauce and topped with crumbles 
of savory house-made sausage. 

Entree options are limited, but these diverse, largely "localvore" 
offerings lend themselves to lengthy description. A well-trained 
waiter attests that the pan-fried, Meyer- lemon-scented goafs 
milk gnocchi, served with roasted cauliflower, pine nuts and leeks, 
is safe for vegetarians. For their carnivore pals, the Syrah-braised 
lamb shank with fennel and soft, caramelized garlic cloves promises 
to fall off the bone with a single tug. 

Both the all-American wine list and the wide-ranging selection 
of artisan cheeses — including 12 from Vermont — suggest Tresser 
and Warnstedt put their pots and pans where their politics are. And 
if that's not enough to impress a bigwig magazine editor, there's 
always the ginger pear croustade with spiced winter fruit compote, 
for dessert.

Talk about chemistiy. Two couples co-own Elements 
in St. Johnsbury, and five years after they joined 
forces to open the eatery, it's thriving. Elements 
occupies an old mill building in a gritty section 
of town, where funky copper light fixtures lend a 
modern vibe to the two dining rooms and sizable bar. 
A rustic wood-fired bread oven exhales smoke that 
gives the space a homey feel; in summer, there's an 
outdoor patio. 

Chef Ryan O'Malley is a local boy; He got his start 
in the culinary program at St. Johnsbury Academy, 
attended Paul Smith's College and moved back home. 
He's devised a menu that changes weekly and features 


a variety of seasonal ingredients, but diners can 
always choose between a themed prix-fixe meal — 
such as "maple" or "Caribbean" — and the generous 
selection of a la carte items, both homestyle and 
trendy. 

They can get some favorites in family-sized 
portions, too, such as the golden fried-trout-and- 
apple cakes with wasabi cream. The "Not-So-Elemental 
Salad" — Bibb lettuce topped with slivered almonds, 
blue cheese and grapes with a honey vinaigrette — 
also serves a crowd. It's like a home-cooked meal, with 
exotic twists and more elaborate presentation: Before 
filling water glasses, servers use silver tongs to adorn 


them with lemon wedges. Wine is poured from small 
tumblers, not from the bottle. 

O'Malley seems to have found a sweet spot between 
urban edibles and country comfort food. His "Blue Plate 
Special" consists of chicken, apples and figs wrapped 
in a flaky dough, served with mashed potatoes, crisp- 
tender green beans and a drizzle of orange-scented 
balsamic reduction. The ultra-tender ribs, coated with 
house-made barbecue sauce, arrive on a bed of perfect 
French fries. All the key elements are in place. 

St. Johnsbury's hippest restaurant may sit on the 
site of a former sawmill, but its food is anything but 
churned out.

Doin' it in the car is just more fun. That includes eating. But while there are 
plenty of drive-thru dining options in our "fast-food nation," carhops — those 
places where the waitstaff delivers American classics to your driver's side 
window — are a dying breed. Luckily for lovers of all things retro, Vermont 
still has one. It's Middlebury's A&W, complete with an orange and brown paint 
job, burgers 'n' dogs and icy mugs filled to overflowing with frothy root-beer 
floats. The old-school eatery is sandwiched between a vast cornfield and busy 
Route 7, with its steady stream of semis. Because chillin' in the car is less fun 
in winter, the 'hop is open seasonally, from May to October. 

Appropriately, all the parking spots have prime views of the 
fast-food-style menu, where beefy burgers, crispy chicken strips and skinny 
French fries abound. A pony-tailed young woman may walk — or skate — over 
to the car to take the order, American Graffiti-style. Through the open window 
wafts air pleasantly scented with fried food and dieselfumes. A cafeteria-style 
tray attaches there, leaving diners with both hands free for chowing down. 

The effervescent, vanillin-scented soda pop comes in a real, hefty glass, 
and the fries are golden and fluffy. But for a meat lover, the best thing on 
the menu is the decadent "Papa Burger," which weighs in at 720 calories and 
42 grams of fat. Its made of two juicy beef patties, two slices of American 
cheese, lettuce, tomato, onion and floppy pickle chips, topped with a light 
pink, mayo-based condiment called "Papa Sauce." The concept may not be 
so original, but how does it taste? Naughty. Fatty. Heavenly. The A&W is a 
delicious slice of gas-guzzling Americana. Enjoy before it hits $4 a gallon.

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No matter how dedicated they may be to local farming or a livable wage, most restaurants are profit-driven 
ventures. But at downtown Rutland's Back Home Again Cafe, food is a religion — literally. The group that runs 
the cafe is part of an international Christian sect known as the Twelve Tribes Communities. Its bearded men and 
make-up-free women look a bit like Amish hippies as they submit to perpetual kitchen duty for Christ. 

Customers may not pick up on the fundamentalist vibe inside the rustic eatery, which looks just like Muddy 
Waters. The same hands that built Back Home Again also crafted the Burlington coffee shop. The back of one 
particularly striking bench is crafted from a twisted, polished log. A stone fireplace anchors the room, where 
potted plants abound. 

The wraps, sandwiches, soups and salads that make up the bulk of the menu are as simple and tasteful as 
the decor. A cup of creamy tomato bisque brims with chunks of tomato and celery, and comes with a slice of 
fresh bread. The grilled haddock sandwich appears on a heavily seeded sesame roll with creamy homemade 
tartar sauce, lettuce and tomato. 

"Vegetarian” and "gluten-free” aren't just buzzwords here; the meat-free dishes are as flavorful as the 
meaty ones. Take the "Prince” wrap, with its surprisingly savory marinated tofu paired with sunflower sprouts, 
toasted nuts, crisp vegetables and creamy tahini dressing. 

An unusual assortment of chilled drinks includes a hibiscus cooler and two kinds of fruity mate — a 
South American herb that can be brewed like tea. In fact, Rutland's only mate bar occupies a separate 
room at the back of the restaurant. Back Home Again gets it from Brazil, where another Twelve Tribes 
community cultivates the stuff. Staffers brew it up hot in traditional hollowed gourds, creating a tisane that's 
said to have healthful properties. They also pour coffee, tea, smoothies and natural sodas in flavors such as 
raspberry ginger and Clementine. 

Want gospel with that? With a little encouragement, the folks at Back Home Again are happy to talk about 
their faith. The menu reads: "We serve the fruit of the spirit — why not ask?"

Anyone who thinks of White River Junction as a place to hop off the highway 
for a bathroom break and a quick burger hasn't been there lately. Over 
the past decade, the old railroad town at the intersection of interstates 
89 and 91 has experienced a renaissance. A theater company, a cartoon- 
art school and a tapas bar have all taken up residence in this burg that's 
seeing better days. 

The Tip Top building, an aits complex in the center of town, typifies the trend: It 
houses 40-some artists' studios, a gallery and the sophisticated Tip Top Cafe, which bills 
itself as "an upbeat American bistro." Contemporary decor, large white serving dishes 
and sleek, bullet-shaped salt and pepper shakers give it the feel of an urban museum 

But here its the chefs creativity thafs on display starting with Tip Top's starters: A 
pair of sea-monster-sized prawns with sweet 'n'tangy dipping sauce command attention, 


as does the grilled Caesar salad — long leaves of romaine with a hint of char, topped 
with crouton bits, dressing and Parmesan. Grill time imparts a tantalizing smoky flavor. 
For cocktails to wash it down, there's no better "Black Martini" in the Upper Valley. 

Even Tip Top's traditional entrees have novel twists: Take the steak, seared dark 
on the outside but juicy rare within, served on a bed of mashed potatoes topped 
with crisp strips of fried leek and surrounded by a puddle of paprika-cream sauce. A 
glass of Syrah is a perfect complement. 

Another clever concoction from Chef Eric Hartling: a Vermont version of risotto 
that blends the creamy rice with Cheddar and strews it with bits of thick-cut bacon 
and tender cubes of butternut squash. A drizzle of apple-cider-reduction sauce 
sasses it up. 

Are these destination dishes? Only one way to find out. Tip Top is proving that 
the "creative economy" tastes damn good.
